ANOTHER FINE FLIGHT IN OHIO; 
A NIGHT ASCENSION TO BE NEXT 


Canton, 
Dec. 
30.—Getting 
under 
headway at 12:45 p. m. yesterday, the 
balloon “Ohio,” containing Harvey H. 
Feighner and G. A. Leonard of this 
city and 
Dr. H. W. Thompson 
of 
Salem, after a flight of 2Vi hours land­ 
ed safely three miles south of Moga- 
dore at 3:15. Highly elated with their 
first experience in aerial navigation, 
the Canton participants in the flight 
returned home last night to tell a 
glowing tale of their adventures. 
The crowd about the park to wit- 
nes the ascension was of unusual pro­ 
portion. The balloon ascended slowly, 
end the breeze was 
insufficient to 
carry It along at a rapid rate. 
The 
balloon hovered about the city, 
re­ 
maining in sight for almost an hour 
but showing a tendency to progress 
toward the north. 
Residents of the country districts 
to the north of Canton were able to 
get excellent views of the balloon, as 
it passed lazily through the heavens. 
It was reported one mile to the east 
of Greentown at 2:15, and again at 
2:30 It passed near Hartville. It was 
late in the 
afternoon that Canton 
friends of 
the balloonists were in 
formed of their safe landing. 


Mr. Leonard told the following story 
of the flight upon his return 
last 
night: 
"Upon ascending we hovered 
closely above Canton, 
obtaining an 
excellent view of the city, but later 
we seemed to follow the North Market 
street road. Our average altitude dur 
ing the flight was 5,000 feet, but atoue 
time we attained a height of about 
6,000 feet. 
At all times It was very 
difficult to converse with the farmers 
who we saw. We passed close to Con 
gross I>ake, which looked very small 
We came down very quickly, and the 
jar lifted us into the air immediately 
We were carried over a fence Into an 
other field, amid a group of farmers 
who came running from all directions 
to see us.”

known that h* is enlirely satisfied with 
the progress of ills campaign and thut 
he is not convinced ol the necessit> 
of imposing a choice upon the legiesla 
five leaders ten days in advance of the 
time set for the senatorial balloting to 
begin. 
Senator Foraker has already 
announced himself as opposed to a cau­ 
cus and l»cn, Keifer, another ol the 
candidates, has also taken an opposing 
position, thus leaving the Taft sup 
porters practically alone In their de­ 
mand. 
It seems that the fight is to be 
taken to the floor of the legislature. 
There is much talk of Senator Fora­ 
ker throwing his strength to Burton 
in the event ol the 
tight 
narrowing 
down to the Cleveland 
congressman 
and the brother of the president-elect. 
This talk is based largely upon the be­ 
lief that Senator F oraker la planning 
to make hi* real flghi for another term 
in the senate two years hence, when a 
successor to Charles Dick Is to be 
chosen. 
Geographical considerations 
have a great deal to do with the choice 
ol United, State* senators in Ohio. The 
election of 
Burton 
from 
Cleveland 
would leave the field »-lear for a south 
ern man In 
1911 
The 
election 
of 
Taft would make it practically an im­ 
possibility for Foraker to 
run 
two 
years hence, both men being resident« 
of Cincinnati. 
Test \otes that

Burton's favor 
Taft's managers pro­ 
fessed no interest w hatever in the 
straw ballots and declared they would 
send men into the field and obtain en­ 
tirely different figures. Taft is backed 
by what is known an the Ohio ‘‘state 
machine."

Monday, 
January 4, and the 
first 
ballot 
for 
Cnited States 6enator will be taken on 
Tuesday, January 1-2.
